1. Do you believe that we have 
reached the bottom of the decline” 
when do you expect it? 


labor Cost a Factor. 


The majority of the 48 replying to 
this question believe that the bot- 
‘tom of the decline has no&® yet been 
reached. The prices of numerous 
raw materials such as cotton, wool, 
hides, copper, etc., are regarded as 
being as low as they are ilkely to 
go, but commodities into which these 
raw materials go are held to be sub- 
ject to still further declines. These 
declines will not be precipitate, but 
gradual: and the degree and rate of 
decline will depend largely upon the 
reduction of labor. transportation 
and overhead costs—a reduction 


‘which te confidently expected as a 


natural development in the readjust- 
ment of prices to a new stable price 
level. Particularly, representatives 
of such lines as shoes and textiles 
believe that a “temporary stability” 
of prices has been reached in their 
lines, and that any further reduc- 
tions must wait upon a reduction of 
the cosets mentioned above. Dealers 
in commodities that are removed 
from a raw material by a compara- 
tively large number of processes of 
manufacture and distribution, look 
for a gradual recession of prices that 
will probably extend beyond the 
present year. In genera!. .nose lines 
which experienced liquidation first 
and hardest are felt to be nearest 
stability The representatives of 
euch lines as paper and hardware 
which were among the last to fre- 
cord price recessions, are less cer- 
tain that the bottom of either price 
or demand has been reached in their 


commodities. 


2. Are you planning for anything 
like ordinary business in the fall? 

Twenty-eight (61 per cent) of the 
48 answered yes tothis question. A 
large number of these are counting 
upon the summer and fall crops to 


thaw frozen credits and revive buy- 


ing in their communities. The mer- 


chants of the South, where crops are 


not so diversified as in some other 
sections, are not quite so optimistic 
‘about fall business, and qualify their 


hopes by saying that a great deal 


depends upon the price of cotton. A 
large majority of the dealers 
in nondu.able and semidurable com- 
modities (which belong In the cate- 
gory of necessities, and for which 
there is normally a stable demand, 
e. g., groceries, clothing, shoes, dry 
goods, etc.) are hopeful of normal 


business in the fall and are planning 
for it. 


Vealera in such commodities 
as machinery, machine supplies, steel 
producta, Yc. are looking for an 
improvement, but are not counting 
on ordinary business this fall: Two 
merchants who do exporting declare 
that they are planning to do normal 
domestic business but subnorma) for- 
eign business. 
Slow Improvement Papected. 

3. What are your general impres- 
sions of the present situation and the 
immediate future?
